BILL PORTER HASN'T MET A CLOCK HE CAN'T FIX 


Tick-tock is music to his ears

man can be judged by 
many measures, the 
greatest of which is his 


value in the eyes of his friends 
and family. If this is true, few 
people can argue that Bill 
Porter is a priceless man. 

For 81 years, Bill has been 
an important part of the East 
Jordan community and he 
shows no sign of slowing. 
Between his family, clock 
collection, and Rotary meet- 
ings, Bill has his hands full. 

Bill’s family has always 
been an integral part of East 
Jordan, from his grandfather 
W.P. Porter, a local lumber 
baron, to his daughters Ruth 
Gee, an East Jordan educator, 
and Mary Jason, chair of the 
East Jordan School Board. 

Bill’s great-grandfather 
first came to the area as an 
industrial missionary to the 
Indians on the Leelanau 
peninsula. Later settling with 
his family in East Jordan, 
Bill’s grandfather became one 
of the town’s founding fathers, 
owning the bank, railroad, and 
the lumber mill. 

Asked to wmite a chapter 
on lumbering for “East Jordan 
Remembers,” the collection of 
stories about East Jordan’s 
past, Bill recalls the time he 
spent at the lumber camps, 
enjoying East Jordan’s most 
thriving industry at the time. 

Bill’s knowledge of local 
history also became useful

when local historian Virginia 
Giacomelli began drawing her 
historical map of East Jordan. 

“Bill provided me with 
invaluable historical assis- 
tance,” Ginny recalls, “and he 
has always been someone that I 
have been proud to be friends 
with. He has high integrity and 
a stellar reputation.” 

Bill remembers his 
childhood in East Jordan 
fondly, realizing that he had 


many unique opportunities 
because of his grandfather’s 
many local involvements, 

“My friends and I would 
hop the train on its way to 
Bellaire, and have them let us 
off somewhere in between,” 
Bill recalls. “We'd play for a 
couple of hours and then we’d 
have them pick us up on their 
way back through.” 

This playful child also 
explored an underwater East 


Jordan that few residents have 
seen. “We had an underwater 
diving helmet that we would 
wear and explore the lake 
with,” Bill said. “You could 
adjust the hose to get the air 
you wanted, except for when 
the engine would stop running, 
and you'd have to come back 
up real quickly.” 

Asa young man, Bill =, 
worked in his father’s canning 
factory until he was able to 
purchase a local hardware 
store. Owning W.A. Porter 
Hardware for 15 years, Bill 
expanded it to include an 
extensive heating and plumb- 
ing business that assisted many 
cities with water and sewer 
construction projects for 40 
years. 

Since he has retired, Bill 
has tumed his attention td a 
life-long interest — clocks. 
Always a clock collector and 
repairman, he was trusted by 
many local people, who 
brought their ailing clocks to 
him for tender care. 

More impressive than his . 
museum of clock parts are the 
clock towers that Bill and his 
wife have adopted over the 
years. 

The old town clock now 
located at the FMB Northwest- 
ern office in Boyne City once 
resided in the Porters’ base- 
ment for many years, chiming 
faithfully each hour until it was 
restored and given to Boyne 
City. : 

The clock had become 


such a part of Bill’s home that 
one neighbor called the Porters 
complaining one day when 
they clock did not sound, 
making her late for work. 

Today, Bill has another 
tower clock in his basement. 
The face sits off to one side, 
and the clock works stand 
about 6 feet tall, with the 
pendulum extending beneath. 

“Thad to drill a hole for 
the pendulum, so that it could 
swing properly,” Bill explains, 
“Everyone needs to have one 
of these in their house.” 

While his basement still 
resembles a refuse for clock 
works, Bill is spending less 
time in his shop lately. “T’ve 
tried to quit monkeying with 
clocks,” Bill said, “but they 
keep showing up here some- 
how.” 

The primary key to Bill 
Porter is his commitment to his 
family. Bill and Esther, his 
wife of 57 years, are enjoying 
life together today as much as 
they did when they met at a 
dance in Walloon Lake so 
many years ago. 

“She was one of those 
Charlevoix girls,” Bill recalls, 
“and I saw her at that dance, 
and that was that.” 

Although they are 
enjoying their time alone now, 
it is rare that some family isn’t 
around. The couple’s four 
daughters have all married and 
added 11 grandchildren to the

ONE FAMILY'S EXPERIENCE WITH ALZHEIMER'S 


Helping manage the pain 


(Editor’s note: The following 
letter was written by Dr. Richard and 
Linda Mansfield of Boyne City to 
Chris Weaner, director of the North- 
west Michigan Chapter of the 
Alzheimer’s Association located in 
Traverse City. Many af the services 
the Alzheimer’s Association is able 
to provide come from money raised 
during its annual Memory Walk 
which is Sept. 7in Traverse City and 
Sept. 14 in Charlevoix.) 


DEAR CHRIS: 


We are writing to share our sin- 
cere appreciation for all the support- 
ive services our family received from 
your office during the illness of our 
father, Bill Mansfield. The follow- 
ing reflects some of the ways we were 
helped by your Family Program Co- 
ordinator, Carlene Peregrine. 

Carlene joined our family’s jour- 
ney with Dad’s Alzheimer’s disease 
about two years ago and was an in- 
valuable support to us throughout the 
progression of this disease. Each step 
of the way she was there to offer edu- 
cation, support, referrals to appropri- 
ate resources, and, most of all, com- 
passion. 

Initially, Carlene was instrumen- 
tal in getting Dad involved in the 
Early Awareness Support Group in 
Traverse City. Here he found insight 
and validation from Carlene, one of 
the group’s facilitators, as well as 
from the other members of the group 
who were also diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s Disease. When Mom 
tesisted joining a caregiver’s support 
group, but was becoming over- 
whelmed by caregiving stress,

Carlene spent time with her on a 
regular basis, providing one-to-one 
support. Eventually Mom became 
part of a caregiver’s support group 
in Traverse City. Here she found tre- 
mendous support and formed several 
friendships with other spouses. 
These friendships have carried her 
through some difficult times and re- 
main very important to her today. 

As Dad’s illness progressed to 
the critical point where he needed 
placement in an extended care facil- 
ity, Carlene provided tremendous 
support. In fact, during many of our 
nightly phone conversations, Mom 
would frequently refer to something 
Carlene had told her. We could tell 
Mom was receiving the compassion- 
ate and affirming support that gave 
her permission to make this very dif- 
ficult decision. Because we live out 
of the immediate area, we appreci- 
ated the support Mom received. It 
was also helpful to have someone 
“outside” the family involved during 
this time as it validated for all of us 
that the time had truly come to look 
for placement. 

Dad moved to the Special Care 
Unit at Grand Traverse Medical Care 
Facility on Feb. 14, 1996. Guess who 
stopped in that day to reinforce, sup- 
port, and offer hugs? Carlene. 
Thankfully she was there in the days 
that followed. Whenever Mom had 
second thoughts about the “real 
need” for placement, Carlene helped 
her sort through her feelings of guilt 
until she came to accept that Dad was 
where he needed to be. 

While we had come to appreci- 
ate Carlene’s presence and had ben- 
efited in many ways from her knowl-

tions for quite sometime. The last few 
times they have been in Boyne we, 
as acommunity, haven’t even met the 
small quota that has been set. 
Something so precious that can 
help so many people is one pint of 
blood. The conditions are safe, the 
time takes about an hour, and you 


edge and compassion, it was the last 
weeks of Dad’s life that really 
brought home to our family how for- 
tunate we were to have a support per- 
son like Carlene with us on our jour- 
ney. Dad’s condition became very 
grave the end of May. While Mom 
clearly knew Dad’s wishes concern- 
ing Advance Directives, she was un- 
sure how to communicate these to 
Dad's physician. Again, we were 
frustrated with not being there in 
Traverse City to help. Carlene 
stepped in and supported and clari- 
fied the necessary steps for Mom. We 
will always be grateful for this as it 
paved the way for Dad to die the way 
he desired and to do so with dignity 
and respect. 

During the last week of Dad’s 
life as family members from near and 
far gathered, some of them were 
forced to come to terms with the re- 
ality of Alzheimer’s Disease for the 
first time. Carlene joined them where 
they were at on their journey, not 
forcing them to “catch up” but sup- 
porting them in accepting the reality 
of what was happening, that Dad was 
not going to “get better.” 

Five days before Dad died, 
Carlene stopped to see Dad and found 
Mom alone with him. Mom confided 
to Carlene that she was experiencing 
chest pain, could not remember the 
name of her physician, and wanted 
her physician/son who lived out of 
the area called. Carlene was able to 
make the calls to reach her son, then 
went with her to the emergency room 
and stayed with her until her family 
arrived. She followed up with phone
